OOR CLOSED | 
TO COLOMBIA. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
| WASHINGTON, March 1.—In 3 
special message re ng the con- 
troversy with Colombia over the sep- 
aration of Panama, President Taft 
today transmitted to the Senate a re- 
port by Secretary Knox which de- 
clared that Colombia's flat tion 
of preliminary settlement proposals 
by the United States have closed the 
door to any further overftures on the 
part of the United States. 

Secretary Knox stated in his re- 
port that the efforts of the State De- 
partment to replace the relations of 
the two countries in a state of cor- 
dial friendship and mutual confidence 
was inspired by the President's con- 
viction that to do so as far as con- 
sistent with the dignity and honor of 
the United States and with the prin- 
ciples of justice was a plain duty. 
He pointed out, however, that as 
the subject of arbitration was now 
being urged by Colombia, it seemed 
obvious that no terms of arbitra! 
submission .could be entertained 
which might call in question § the 
right of Panama to exist ag a sOv- 
ereign state. 

Supporting this view he quoted 
from Secretary Hay a declination to 
turn to The Hague tribunal because 
the questions presented in the Colom- 
bian “statement of grievances” were 
of a political nature and not with- 
in the domain of a judicial decision. 
The report criticised the Colombian 
government for repeated failure to 
carry out its engagements during the 
course of the negotiations and as- 
serted that the Hay-Hertah trealy 
of 1903 failed because the Colombian 
President, by an amazing departure 
from the practice of nations, de- 
clined to recommend for approval 
a treaty signed under the explicit di- 
rection of his predecessor. He 
charged that the negotiation of the 
subsequent treaties, those framed by 
Secretary Root, for the adjustment 
of all questions between the three 
countries, actucily were proposed by 
the government of Colombia itself 
which now had refused to give them 
effect. 

Reference is made to the very in- 
consistent reversion of the Colom- 
bilan representatives to attempt to 
create false issues, followed on one 
occasion by the virtual recall of one 
of the plenipotentiaries. 

The Secretary admitted that Co- 
lombia has suffered by her failure 
to reap her share of the benefits 
of the canal, saying this was the ex- 
lanation of the endeavor of the 
Nited States “to accommodate the 
conflicting interests of the three 
parties by the conventional fixation

TAFT’S VETO 
OVERRIDDEN. 


Webb Bill Enacted Despite 
Evecutive Disapproval. 


Prohibits Liquor Shipments 
Into Dry Territory. 


President Believes the Act Is 
Unconstitutional.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—By a 
Vote of 244 to 95 the House today re- 
passed over President Tafi'’s veto, the 
Webt bill prohibiting shipments of 
intoxicating liquor into “dry” States. 
The Senate passed it over the veto 
last night and the bill now becomes 
law. 

Only one other time in the last fif 
teen years has Congress overridden 
a President's veto. That was when 
the Rainey River Dam Bill was 
passed over President Roosevelt's dis- 
approval. 

President Taft based his veto al- 
most entirely on the ground that the 
bill was unconstitutional, in that it 
virtually delegated to the States con- 
trol of interstate traffic in liquor, 
when, he held, that control was vest- 
ed solely in Congress. Atty.-Gen. 
Wickersham had given an opinion 
also, holding the bill unconstitutional 
and that the President forwarded to 
the Senate yesterday with his veto 
message. 

PROMPTLY REPASSED. 

The Senate repassed the bill 
promptly last night and, early today, 
House leaders, favoring the measure, 
led by Representative Clayton, chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee, and 
Representative Webb, one of its 
framers, began working for an im- 
mediate repassage. 

Debate was limited and the House 
repassed the bill with a wide mar- 
gin over the necessary two-thirds 
vote, as the Senate had done. 
Supporters of the bill say it will 
make effective the prohibition laws 
of “dry” States, which, they say, now 
are violated because intoficants are 
shipped in to private individuals and 
have the effect of nullifying the lo- 
cal laws.

to Recall Hemet ‘Trustees Is

HEMET, March 1.—The second

Riotous Expenditures.

For the purpose of attempting to 
justify the riotous expenditure of the 
State's money which the present ad- 
ministration is seeking to appropriate, 
John F. Neylan, president of the State 
Board of Control, for two hours ha- 
rangued the City Club at its weekly 
luncheon at the Angelus Hotel. He 
recited lengthy columns of figures in 
alleged justification of the enormous 


budget. 
Nevylan selected the few items in 


ed the appropriations which will come to 


Southern California as a plea for sup- 
port of the entire appropriations bill. 
He spoke generally of the supplemen- 
tary amount of $2,600,000 which Is 
demanded and cited stories of cleo- 
margarine being furnished inmates of 
the various State institutions in Neu 
of fresh butter as evidence of a sav- 
ing spirit being rampant in his breast. 

He deftiy passed over the enor- 
mous tota)] of $52,000,000 of the State's 
funds being sought by saying that as 
this was only the amount that was ¢s- 
timated as needed the actual ameunt 
that would be appropriated would be 
vastly lower. 

Neylan spoke to some length in sup- 
port of the budget system of securing 
moneys from the State as against the 
present system. 

He said that out of the many mil- 
lions asked from the State, Southern 
California is to get $601,600 for its 
own use and the rest to be distributed 
elsewhere. 

In a loud volce Neylan urged the 
support of Southern California to the 
appropriations and 
station at Riverside as an Iiltustra- 
tion. .He said that $185,000 was to 
go to this establishment. He also 
told of the $60,000 to be devoted to 
the Patton institution and of a like 
amount to be used at the Sixth Agri- 
cultural District. He recalled atten- 
tlon to the fact that $22,000 wag to 
go to the Normal School here and 
$15,000 to the Whittier School, and 
that $200,000 would be expended for 
a training school for girla. 

Following Neylan’s talk, which con- 
sumed over two hourdé, T. E. Gibbon 
introduced Chairman Young of the 
State Assembly, who spoke briefly in 
eulogy of the local organization.

SANTA ANA DRUGGIST STRUCK 
| BY AN AUTOMOBILE. 


Aged Man Who Was Almost Blind 
Walks in Front of Machine and 
Receives Fatal Injuary—An Ange- 
leno Is Given Contract for a New ., 
School Building—News Bricfs.

Lugar stepped into his automobile 
near the corner of Fourth and Main 
streets and had no more than started 
it before it struck Edwards, who was 
quickly doubled up under the ma- 
chine. Bystanders rushed to help the 
injured man. He was fjaken to his 
home and died six hours later. He 
leaves a widow and a daughter, Miss

Charge of ’ Double-Dealings 
Draws+H ot Retort.

An exciting altercation, the only one| 


during the present Darrow trial, took 
place shortly before adjournment yes- 
terday morning. The lie passed be- 
tween Asst. Dist.-Atty. Ford and Ear! 
Rogers and the court would have com- 
mitted one or both lawyers to jail, it 
is believed, except for certain mitigat- 
ing circumstances. 

The quarrel came like a bolt from 
the blue esky. Ford was “pegging” 
away at his cross-examination of Dar- 
row, the defendant. Former Judge 
Powers nodded in his seat and for- 
mer Judge Gray admitted he was 
aroused from dosing over one of the 
most “uninteresting examinations 
heard in a long time.” 

Ford asked Darrow how many de- 
tectives he kept in the offices of the 
prosecution. Darrow replied that he 
did not have any in the office of the 
prosecution but had several purport- 
ed agents tin Burns's office. 

Like the actor he admits himself 
to be, Earl Rogers seized upon ‘the 
opening to electrify the audience and 
jury. The thirteenth juror, who was 
leaning lazily back in his seat, almost 
fell over when Kogera launched into 
one of his customary denunciations. 

“I protest against this line of ques- 
tions,” said he. “Ford, who is coun- 
sel for Burns, is trying to get infor- 
mation from this witness for his own 
private use.” 


IN AN UPROAR. 


The whole courtroom was on thé 
point of an uproar. Judge Conley, 
who is a big, good-natured jurist when 
at peace and a cyclone when aroused, 
looked black as thunder. He beck- 
oned to one of the bailiffs and glanced 
at Rogers with bent brows and fire 
in his glance. 

“Mr. Rogers, you lie when you in- 
sinuate these questions aré intended 
to draw information as to alleged 
traitors in Burns's office.” said Ford. 

“IT charge you with being counsel for 
Burns and thet you are now seeking 
to elicit information for your client,” 
seid Rogers passionately. have 


shall call me a lar. I challenge you 
to meet me outside the courtroom.” 

If the hands of a less able judge 
a near-riot would have followed. But 
Judge Conley kept his head. He first 
adjourned the regular session and 
waited until the jurors filed out. 

Then he directed his attention to 
Rogers, saying that he much regretted 
that the first break had occurred on 
the eve of the close of ¢he case. He 
declared he had warned both sides and 
uniess Ford was in fact counsel for 
Burhs, he was justified in giving the 
lie to Rogers, whose conduct he 
classed as most reprehensible. 

“At the outset of this case I told 
you gentiemen what to expect if the 
rules were transgressed.” said the 
judge. “I do not administer light 
punishment nor do I expect that my 
admonitions are to be di ed.” 

Court attaches later declared that 
they expected Judge Conley would 
send Rogers to jall for at least ten 
days, but at this almost breathiess 
juncture, former Judge Gray arose 
slowly to his feet.

While his remarks were not 
especially complimentary to his col- 
league, the standing of Gray in the 
community gave him more authority 
than the average lawyer would have 
had in similar circumstances.

With plays specially constructed to 
fit her talent she has beffied criticism 
and in the fashion of decadent Rome 
the epithet of “divine” was thrust 


upon her. 

No ideals in histrionic art can 
rob her of her fame, nor can she dim 
the glory of Rachel nor the later take

vreur.

We only know in a casual way, 
through her memoirs and later by 
actual proof that she had a son. 
During the Paris commune many 
registers were destroyed, among them 
one that contained the record of her 
birth. Where she was born is still 
to this day a mystery. 
The only authentic record now 
available is to be found in the entry 
register of the Conservatoire, saying 
she was born at & Rue de I'Ecole de 
Medicine, Paris, on October 22, 1844. 
Her first name was not Sarah but 
Rosine. Why she changed it fs not 
known. Her mother was a Jeweas, 
Julie Bernhardt. It was probably 
Kerbernardt, as the Divine Sarah 
was entertained tn Chile, when she 
played at Valparaiso by a family of 
that name, who claimed close kinship. 
It was of Dutch origin, and Mme. 
Bernhardt’s mother, while born in 
Berlin, was of Dutch extraction.

as a child the actress spent many 
years with her grandfather, an op-

Through con- 
trast, the exquisite lines and her own 
ability, Sarah eclipsed Agar that nig 
Next morning she “had arrived,” 
they say in Paris. 

In 1872, Perrin, then director of the 


Comedie, brought the truant child 
back Into the fold. In 1875, she was 
made “Societaire,” the highest re- 


ward of histrionic ability in France, 
carrying, besides, a profit share in re- 
ceiptse and a very liberal pension. 
Four years later, in London, she 
refused to play in “L’Etrangere,” re- 
turned to Paris and moved bag and 
baggage from the Comedie, never to 
enter it again. 

It was an expensive notion, because 
she not only lost all her rights, but 
was sued for $20,000 for breach of 
contract and had to pay it.

In many of the smaller cities 
of the Middle West the Mayor and 
Council have permitted farmers to 
come in and sell their wares in the 
public parks as they do in the Old 
World.

Mrs. Heath has been a student of 
economic conditions since her early 
girlhood. She directs her own home 
with wonderful skill and it wag the 
constant demand for advice and in- 
spection which lead her into the work 
which has become internationally 
famous. Not a problem is brought 
before the public which she does not 
solve first in her own scheme of af- 
fairs. When the cost of food took 
wings and soared she held council 
with her neighbors. She looked into 
conditions from every viewpoint and 
one was that butchers for 
what they call “trimmings” ough 
they rarely ever send them home 
with the order, In rib roast. the 
bones make excellent soup while the 
suet is good for numerous things. She 
demanded her trimmings of the meat 
baron, who met her request with a 
supercilious smilie. But alas in less 


that entire neighborhood. A dairy 
man who disdained suggestions has 
no customers In that particular sec- 
tion. That was the first step. Store- 
keepers, became quite alert to com- 
plaints, and heeded the least sugges- 
tion. . One of the most useful and in- 
deed almost epochal features of Mrs. 
Heath's campaign is to eliminate the 
non-essential price as for instance, 
certain brands of grain food, wheat 
preparations, oatmeal, biscuits or 
crackers, aré arrayed in most attrac- 
tive paper boxes for which the pur- 
chaser pays more than he does for 
the food desired. The Housewlves’ 
Union buy a pound in the Bulk and 
are content to take it home in a pa- 
per bag. This reduces food prices at 
one fell swoop and is easy to prac- 
tice. 

Mre. Heath has been unfaltering in 
her efforts to teach the incompetent. 
One of her epigrams is that living is 
so much higher than it should be for 
the reason that so few women know 
that there are dampers in their 
stoves. Burnt food. half cooked food, 
are her special grievances and She is 
giving short talks on the primary 
features of the stove. One woman 
she said had for twenty years per- 
mitted 95 per cent. of the heat which 
her husband paid such a high price 
for, to go up the chimney. From the 
stove, she goes directly to the heart 
of the problem, the waste in the 
American kitchen, and how to pre- 
vent it. Buying is but one feature of 
reducing food to a normal price, every 
detall of ite preparation is considered 
and for women. who have many 
mouths to fill and but little purchas- 
ing power, the housewives have care- 
fully prepared a schedule which 
gives the nourishment § attainable 
from some thing@and its adaptability 
to be used in various ways after the 
first g.

BERLIN, March 1.—The country is 
still awaiting the publication of the 
details of the coming armament bill— 
the third in as many years — but 
enough has been learned to 
make it that the government 
will ask for a sum exceeding $25,- 
000,000. 

It is recalled that last year’s bill, 
which brought an increase of some 
29,000 men in the peace standing of 
the army called for about $18,600,- 
000 a year for five years, and the com- 
ing bill is expected to add from 45,000 
to 60,000 men to the army on a peace 
footing. 

It is believed that the government 
this year will ask that provision be 
made to retain the 40,000 or 60,000 
able-bodied recruits who are excused 
yearly from service because there is 
no place for them in the army. Prob- 
ably eighteen regiments, which now 
have but two battalions each, will be 
filled out by the addition of a third 
battalion, and it is proposed also to

BRICK BUILDINGS. 


OLD-TIME FRAME APARTMENTS 
OUT OF DATE. 


Structures of Four Stories and 
Over Replacing Smalier Improve- 
ments Owing to the Growth in 
land Valuce—Many Fine Places 
Now Under Construction. 


The growing demand of 

house G@wellers for greater safety for 
themselves and their personal posses- 
sions and for a higher class of ac- 
commodations than were afforded in 
_the old-time frame structures is being 
increasingly manifested in this city. 
The typical apartthent structure built 
today is the four-story class “B” 
brick buflding, and apartments of the 
class “A’’ fireproof type are becom- 
ing more and More common. 

The fact that most builders Improv- 
ing comparatively close-in sites erect 
four-story apartment structures is 
easily explainable. Those tenants who 
do not demand absolutely fireproof 
construction are more and more com- 
ing to insist that the apartment bulld- 
ings they Inhabit shall at least have 
brick exterior walls. Four stories is 
the limit to which the class “" type 
of brick building can be built and 
land in Los Angeles is becoming too 
valuable to improve with the three- 
story brick apartment, when the extra 
story of the same kind of construc- 
tion is allowed. 

The builder who wants to go above 
four stories must gdopt a more ex- 
pensive kind of construction. If. he 
wishes a five-story structure he must 
get more stee! into the framework 
of his building and follow the require- 
ments of what is known as the class 
“RB” construction. This type of bulld- 
ing is becoming more and more popu- 
lar with investors and promises soon 
to be almost as generally adopted as 
the class “C"’ type. Class “A” or ab- 
solutely fireproof construction must

In order to remove conflict of juris- 
diction, the harbor commissioners 
have been given the power in the 
harbor district now possessed by the 
Board of Public Works.

As to leases of water front, the 
present charter authorizes leases of 
tidelands for thirty years and of wa- 
ter front for fifteen years, but it has 
been found that no one will leas& 
water front upon the harbor and con- 
struct adequate docks under leases ex- 
piring in fifteen years because the 
time i not sufficient to enable the 
lessee to pay for the docks which go 
to the city when the leases terminate.

The city of Los Angeles has 
litigated the water front and tide- 
lands mn the harbor for four years, 
but so far has recovered nothing, and 
the courts have upheld the power to

Of the actual frnotage on the 
harbor which the city owns, and which 
is not held by third partics and not 
litigated, there are 2700 feet upon 
the inner harbor at Wilmington avail- 
able only for light draft vessels; on 
the outer harbor are 10,000 feet on 
the Huntington fill, known as “Munic- 
ipal Dock No. 1," 1000 feet reserved 
to the city upon the iner fill and 
6000 feet upon the 146-acre tract 
owned by the city.

Good Example. 
ETTLED WITHOUT 


The acceptance last Wednesday by 
the City Council of maps and deeds 
for the opening and widening of Santa 


Barbara avenue to a ninety-foot 
boulevard marked the conclusion of 
an interesting and unusual chapter in 
street condemnation proceedings. 
Through the efforts of L. E. Shepherd, 
president of the Southwest Land 
Company, the opening and dedication 
of the avenewe to the city of Los An- 
geles was secured without any expense 
te the taxpayers. At the same time 
a condemnation suit begun by the city 
in 1910 against thousands of prop- 
erty owners, and until now pending, 
was dismissed. 

The property involved in the con- 
demnation proceedings under the 
assessment district originally formed 
to pay for the opening of Santa Bar- 
bara avenue from Grand avenue to 
the western city boundary, consisted 
of a strip four miles long and half a 
mile wide, running from the west city 
boundary to a point east of San Pe- 
dro street. 

This territory, had the condemna- 
tion proceedings prevailed, would have 
been called upon to raise the eati- 
mated sum of $1,250,000, as the land 
to be taken was owned largely by the 
Los Angeles Raflway Company, in 
succession of interest to the old Los 
Angeles and Redondo right of way. 
The company owned in perpetuity 
rights to a strip of land from forty 
to ninety feet wide over ali that por- 
tion of the proposed boul rd from 
Vermont avenue to the west city 
boundary. 

The condemnation suit begun by 
the city to dispossess the railway 
company of this strip was the begin- 
ning of costly ltigation now ended, 
the dismissal of this suit being a part 
of the agreement. | 

Shepherd, himself interested as a 
property owner, early saw the mag- 
nitude of the task involved tn the 
condemnation proceedings, and cast 
about for a better method of securing 
the desired results. He began over a 
year ago, by getting the co-operation 
of the railway company, the legal de- 
partment of the city of Lvs Angeles, 
the Board of Public Works, the City 
Engineer's office, and some of the 
more heavily interested property 
owners. After a year of endeavor 
Shepherd secured the necessary deeds, 
and the signature to the map, where- 
by the strip desired was dedicated 
to the city. 

It ts stated that thirteen separate 
signatures were required in deeding 
one small parcel of land, one of the 
owners being in the navy, another in 
Washington, D. C., several tm the 
northern part of the State. This slow 
and tedious work wes necessary in 
many cases before the requisite sig- 
natures were secured. Many prop- 
erty owners were induced unselfishly 
to deed over strips for which they

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EDITORIAL. 
Mr. Taft and His Administration. 


HE administration of 


United States comes to an end at high 
noon next Tuesday, March 4. The four 
years of his incumbency of the Presi- 
dential office have been marked with 
radical changes in American politics, 
have been beset by many ccmplica- 
tions in our relations with foreign 
powers, have seen the severing of 
bonds of friendship between Mr. Taft 
and his distinguished predecessor, the 
breaking up of the President's party, 
and the triumph of the Demecracy, 
that party replacing Republicanism in 
every branch of the government. 

There has scarcely been a Presiden- 
tial administration in the history of 


the Presidential chair has been more 
severely tried in many ways. The 
‘contentions that have been carried on 
during these four years, and the par- 
tisan conflicts that have marked their 
course, have been too earnest (indeed 
jwe might say too bitter) to permit of 
a just analysis of Mr. Taft's character 
cr a just estimate of his administr - 
tion on the part of many of his fello ’- 
Citizens. 
We assume for ourselves, or arro- 
gate to ourselves, as the views of oth- 
@ers may be, the ability to forecast the 
verdict of history as to the person of 
“William Howard Taft, and as to the 
‘results cf his administration. As- 
‘suming this ability on our own part, 
*twe do not hesitate for a moment to 
pronounce the judgment that, with 
tthe possibility cf seeing clearly 
Ym the perspective formed by distance 
the personality and the policies of 
‘our President, history will place him 
in the very front rank among all cur 
iei Executives from Washington to 
imself. 
. Ardently as we admire Mr. Taft, 
and almost unreservedly as we com- 
smend the policies of his administra- 
‘tion, we would not claim for him ab- 
solute freedom from error of judg- 
‘ment. To do that would be to place 
thhim om the throne of Deity instead of 
in the chair of the President of the 
‘United States. But we do say that 
‘among all the Presidents of the coun- 
try, including Washington, Jefferson, 
onrce, Lincoln and McKinley, none 
has been more earnest in patriotism, 
more self-poised in attitude, more 
thoroughly conscienticus in the per-

Henry T. Gage was born near Geneva, 
N. Y., a Christmas present to his parents, in 
1852. His father’s given name was DeWitt 
Clinton, and his mother was a Glover, 60 
there ran in the child’s veins the best blood 
of the Empire State. 

He was educated in the public schools of 
Michigan and under private tutors, then 
studied law in his father’s office. He was 
. g@mitted to the bar of Michigan in 1873, and 
to that of California in 1874. Ever since 
then he has maintained a law practice in the 
city of Los Angeles, conducting the practice 
of his profession alone until the end of the 
last century, when he admitted to partner- 


ship with himself W. J. Foley, Esq., and that y 


partnership continues until the present 
. time. 
Attorney Gage from his earliest manhood 

took an earnest interest in public affairs 
and an active hand in politics. He has been 
a Republican all his lifetime, and remains 
to this day one of the old-liners in that 
' party, steadfast in his confidence that the 
Constitution of the United States is the best 
’ gnd greatest basic law any country ever hal, 
and is sufficiently broad and vital in its fun- 
damental principles to meet all the exigen- 
cies of private and public life for the people 
of the country still. 

Henry T. Gage has al! the elements of 
 gharacter that go to make a man popular 
while thoroughly respected by his fellow- 
citizens. His manners are democratic and 
_ there is something of that breezy openness 
_ of character about him that marks western 
people and wins the heart of western men. 

In 1881 Mr. Gage was City Attorney, and 
often appeared at county and State conven- 
tions of the Republican party and served as 
delegate-at-large to at least one of the na 
tional conventions.

I was just congratulating myself on the 
way the men had come through the ordeal 
when Collins, in the bow, cried out 
sharply, clapped a hand to his heart and 
dropped backward, his head and shoulders 
trailing over the gunwale. Ready hands lifted 
him back into the boat and laid him across 
a thwart. We forced open his lips and 
poured strong brandy dowr his throat, but 
I knew from the rigid distortion of his 
features and the horrid pallor of his face 
that no earthly power could restore him. 
The man was dead, killed I suppose by the 
effects of the violent action on a weak 
heart. There was little chance we would 
need our anchor, so we bound it to his feet 
and slipped his body into the sea. I would 
have liked to wrap his body in canvas, but 
it was not fair to the men to deprive them 
of any covering which we t need later. 

The storm had driven us far to the east- 
ward, although in just whai precise quarter 
of the compass I did not know.

Hidden Treasure. 


Il am told that there is a great deal of 
hoarded money in Mexico. Up to the be- 
ginning of the present generation banking 
was comparatively unsafe and many of the 
people buried their money instead of depos- 
iting it. Even now there are millions upon 
millions under the courtyards of the rich 
hacendados or hidden away in the walls. 

Men die who are supposed to be worth 
nothing and thousands of dollars are found 
in their miserable homes, Not long ago an 
American brought suit to collect a debt of 
a man in one of the provincial cities. He 
got a judgment, but the defendant said: 
“IT can’t pay you, but my father will.” The 
father was called on and he took the offi- 
cials down into a cellar under his house 
where there was $400,000 stored away in 
400 bags each containing $1000. The judg- 
ment was for $5000, and five of the bags 
were handed over in payment therefor. 

I understand that the church has a great 
deal of secreted money, and that the hoards 
of the common people are just now begin- 
ning to come to the banks. The same is 
true in the Philippines, where our soldiers 
dug up silver in the courtyards of the 
houses, and also in India, where hundreds 
of millions of dollars in the shape of gold 
coin and jewelry are buried tn places in 
and under the walls of the homes of people 
supposedly poor.

RINGS OUT GOOD NEWS. 

[Tit-Bits:] The bell at Lioyd’s, which 
is rung when a ship, long overdue and re- 
ported lost, unexpectedly reaches port, is 
one of the sensation bells of the world. It 
was only a few days ago that its clanging 
announced the safe return of the Snowdon 
Range, a 3000-ton steamship, which recent!y 
arrived in a battered condition at Queens- 
town after being fifty-two days out from 
Philadelphia, and long reported lost. Her 
loss would have cost Lloyd’s something like 
£100,000, and it is little wonder, therefore, 
that the underwriters cheered when they 
heard the bell. 

The bell now used at Lioyd’s is of naval 
origin. It belonged to the Latine, which 
was wrecked near the Zuyder Zee in Octo- 
ber, 1779, while taking specie from English 
mercbants to Hamburg. 

England being then at war with the Neth- 
erlands, the Dutch government claimed the 
wreck, and £83,000 worth of the bullion 
was recovered. It was not until 1857 that 
Lioyd’s secured equal rights in the treasure 
with a private company to which the Dutch 
had gained concessions. In 1858, with con- 
siderable quantities of specie, the frigate’s 
bell was recovered. Since then it has stood 
in the library at Lioyd’s, together with a 
chair and table made from the Lutine’s 
rudder. 

There is a room at Lioyd’s known as the 
Chamber of Horrors, and here are posted 
telegrams received reporting casualties. 
Unimportant accidents are not entered in 
the loss book, but the most serious are not 
only entered there, but are cried aloud by 
an official who stands in gorgeous uniform 
beneath the sounding-board. When, after 
a week's disappearance, it is feared a ves- 
sel has gone down, the owners make an ap- 
plication to the committee at Lioyd’s to 
have the ship posted. This is done by af- 
fixing a notice in the Chamber of Horrors, 
which says that the authorities would be 
glad of information concerning the boat. 

A week elapses, and then a second notice 
is put up, saying that the boat has not cince 
been heard of. When you read that a ship 
has been “posted” as missing, you may 
know this ship is upon the notice-board, and 
on that day the insurance money is payable, 
and all who were upon her are legally con- 
sidered dead. When a ship is posted the old 
Lutine bell is tolled once. In the very un- 
usual event of a vessel arriving in port 
after being posted the bell is struck twice, 
and the caller makes his announcement 
from the rostrum amid a breathless silence.

For ten years, Sir John thus struggled 
and then, to his great amazement, one 
came the news that hia long-lost ships h 
arrived in port. In the joy of the moment 
he vowed to build an asylum for decay

He purchased from the Crown the

Notwithstanding the pleasure 
one can get out of automobiles, I wanted to 
get something that could respond to my 
care, and so, a few years ago, I brought up 
from Los Angeles some imported roller 
canaries. I could not stand working with 
them, however, as they are cannibals. They 
not only eat their eggs but kill their young, 
so I gave them away. I then bought some 
imported fincheg&These are beautiful birds. 
but they are tender that any sudden 
change in the temperature will kill them. 
Remembering my experience as a boy with 
pheasants, I decided to take up the raising 
of pheasants. I secured é#everal dozen 
China pheasant eggs and canvassed my 
whole neighborhood for sitting hens. By 
the first of May I had hatched about fifty 
little pheasants, forty of which I raised to 
maturity. The ten I lost were lost because 
the hens, which wére very heavy, trampled 
the little ones to death. I procured five 
or six dozen more pheasant eggs and set

“How I located my pheasant farm is a 
rather interesting story. I remembered the 
fondness of my first brood of pheasants 
away back in the early °90’s for ants, so I 
scoured the entire country for a suitable 
ranch. I wanted plenty of pure water, a 
beautiful location and several ant hills. 
This latter qualification was the hardest to 
find, but I finally secured a twelve-acre 
tract near Clackamas, with a gentle rise, 
upon which was a spring furnishing ample 
water throughout the entire year. An oak 
grove several acres in extent was on the 


place, and among the ock trees were four 
huge ant hills, the largest about eight feet 
across and four feet high. I had the water

I put up seven- 
foot fences, using one-inch poultry mesh 
wire fencing. At the age of three days I 
have all my pheasants pinioned, that is, 
with a pair of shears I snip off the final 
joint on each wing. This hurts them very 
little and prevents them, when grown, from 
flying. I do not allow self-selection and 
mating, but carefully mate them, putting 
one rooster in with each six hens. In their 
native state, of course, they pair off and 
are monogamous, but when domesticated 
they are like chickens and are polygamous. 
In their wild state the hen sits upon the 
eggs and hatches them. When hatched, 
the rooster takes care of the brood while 
the hen lays and hatches another brood. 
Sometimes three broods are brought out in 
one season. In captivity their nature seems 
to change, for while, when wild, the rooster 
will take care of the little pheasants, when 
domesticated the hen will not sit on the 
eggs, and if the rooster sees a young pheas- 
ant it will attack it and kill it. They evident- 
ly do not want to see their progeny raised In 
captivity. The pheasant hen will lay an 


average of 104 eggs during a season. In 
the wild state they do not lay so many, 


| eoultiy laying from two to three settings, 


with anywhere from twelve or fifteen to 
as high as eighteen or twenty eggs at a 
time. 

“One of my best roosters I got in a very 
peculiar way. My wife and myself were 
visiting at the State game farm at Cor- 
vyallis. My wife put her hand down into 
a cage of little two-day-old pheasants. A 
moment later she said. ‘T believe one of 
those little pheasants has run up the sleeve 
of my duster.” The attendant laughed and 
said: ‘Well, if you can get away with the 
State property in that way you are wel- 
come to it.’

| digious memories which have been recorded 


from time to time, none, perhaps, has been 


so remarkable as the case of the Rev. 
Thomas Thelkeld, who was a Presbyterian 
minister at Rochdale for twenty-eight years, 


jand died there in April, 1806, at the age of 


67. Trelkeld’s memory first attracted atten- 
tion when he attended the grammar school 
at Daventry, where he began to make a 
close study of the Bible. When a passage 
was recited to him he could immediately 


give it chapter and verse, and, on the other 
hand, if a chapter and verse were given he 
could at once repeat the passage. 

Both at Daventry and Warrington, where 
he went to finish his education, his fellow- 
students delighted in putting his memory 
to the test, and never once was it known 
to be at fault. 

In later years, says Frank Hird, in “Lap- 
cashire Stories,” “Threlkeld was looked up- 
on as a living concordance to the Bible tn 
Rochdale and the neighborhood, and was 
constantly asked the most puzzling ques- 
tions by his brother-ministers, sometimes 
actually for information, but generally for 
mere amusement. He was never known to 
be wrong.” 

Threlkeld’s power of memory, however. 
were not solely concerned with theology. 
He was also a linguist, and knew nine or 
ten languages; while dates were a passion 
with him, no matter how unimportant. His 
knowledge of historical dates, of chronology, 
heraldry, and genealogy was enclyclopedic.

She was kindly of dis- 
position, tractable, always willing, full of 
the high life of a free wild horse of the 
range, and swift as a racer, but had one 
serious fault, the unconquerable desire to 
return to her old range with the wild horse 
band.

After satisfying ourselves that the five 
were not on their usual range, Her- 
said: “If they haven't been stolen, it 
sure thing Brownie has struck off for 
Cherolon Butte country again, and the 
other horses are following her.

About a mile south of tte Sugar Loaf hill 
is the north line of the Crack Country, an 
area of several square miles of “bad lands, * 
nearly naked sandstone, eroded by wind and 
rain into numberless hummocks and pits, 
and riven by earthquake fissures, some of 
them a mile or more long and from a few 
inches to three or four feet wide, and ap 
parently bottomless. The westerly edge 
of this region is, at the nearest point, about

three-fourths of a mile from the Cherolon 
Canyon. 

Stock did not often range into the Crack 
Country, and only a bird could cross the 
Cherolon, so we thought it probable that 
the missing horses had passed from their 
usual grazing grounds by traversing the 
strip between the cracks and the canyon. 

I rode to the brink of the canyon at the 
narrowest point of the strip, and Herbert 
to the edge of the cracked ground, from 
which points we rode to a meeting place in 
the center of the strip, each carefully scan- 
ning the ground for the trail. I found it at 
the crossing of a shallow arroyo, and sig- 
nalled Herbert, who said when he came up: 
“Look at that! Brownie has broken ong 
end of her hobble. See where the chain

From the point where we found the tracks 
of all of the horses in one trail they kept 
together for about three miles, travelling 
south, paralle] with the canyon, making a 
trail so plain that we could follow it at a 
canter;'a trail which we knew was made 
that morning, for even in the fine, easily 
shifted sand the tracks were distinct, show- 
ing that they were undoubtedly made after 
the heavy wind of the night before, which 
ceased about daylight. 

We came into a region diversified with 
clumps of cedar, there growing with from 
ten to thirty or more stocks or trunks from 
a central mass of roots, as the buckeyes 
grow in California, and quite extensive 
patches of juniper. In the open glades the 


were not enjoying the shade in any one of 
the small juniper groves, and it took 
until 4 o'clock im the afternoon to 
trail out of the thickets, to find 
out into the Crack Country for about 
fourths of a mile, to a large “tank” 
water collected in a depression in the 


and from a small] tank not accessible to the 
stock got some water for ourselves. It was 
warm, at least 90 degrees, and ill-emelling, 
but it was wet, which is the only desirable 
quality one should expect to find in water of 
that part of Arizona. 

Just before reaching the tank we found 
Brownie’s hobble, the chain tightly wedged 
between two rocks, so from that point she 
was entirely “foot-loose,” and the trail was 
harder to follow. There was no soil or 
sand for several rods from the tank, and we 
had to do some real trailing to find the 
direction the horses had taken from the wa- 
ter hole. A slight mark here and tLere on 
stone, made by the calks of the team horses’ 
shoes, was about all we had to follow, but 
finally, about an hour before sunset, we 
trailed them back into the strip and there 
found a plain broad trail of all the five, 
again travelling due south, the trail un- 
doubtedly very fresh. 

About three miles further south there is 
a small hill about midway between the bad- 
lands and the Cherolon Canyon. We urged 
our tired horses forward to the line of this 
hill, in the hope of getting ahead of the run- 
aways. I was to ride from the edge of the 
canyon, and Herbert from the edge of the 
Crack Country, to the top of the hill, to cut 
the trail, or, not finding it, we could be quite 
sure we were ahead of the horses. 

I rode my half of the line, without striking 
the trail, and reached the top of the hill just 
as the sun was setting. With my field 
glasses I scanned the country, far and near. 
but to the southward my view was much ob- 
structed by the groves of cedar and juniper. 

rt. 

There was fine grass on top of the bill, 


As hour after hour passed I grew very un- 
easy. Never before had he failed to come to 
an ‘agreed-upon meeting place, but was a 
moonless night, and down in the cedar 
thickets as black as a cellar. I could do 
nothing until morning. 

Sometime after midnight, having slept, 
I was awakened by my horse rubbing his 
nose in my face. The fire had burned low, 
and as I arose to replenish it I heard many 
scurrying soft feet, and Zuni snorted. That 
my visitors were only coyotes I felt reason- 
ably sure, but old Zuni, though foaled and 
reated on the plains, was afraid, and would 
not stay out at the end of his rope to graze, 
and I confess that had I had my Winchester 
and revolver, with full cartridge belts, I 
would have felt more comfortable. 

I heaped wood upon the fire until I had a 
roaring blaze, and by sitting with my back 
to the fire, and shading my eyes on either 
side with my hands, looking out into the 
darkness I could see many pairs of yel- 
lowish-green eyes, a complete circle around 
me. I think there must have been fifty or 
more of the beasts. Fach time the fire 
burned down a little they would contract 
theit circle until they came too uncom- 
fortably close, when I would throw fire 
brands at them, and they would scurty 
away, to be back almost as soon as I was 
seated, and I had to keep up the fire-works 
until morning. I have never known coyotes 
to attack a man, but have always felt that 
I did not awaken one minute too soon that 
night on tae Arizona hill. ; 

As soon as it was light I saddled Zuni and

We knew 
that if they got into the rough country 
around the Cherolon Butte and joined the 
wild band no mount we had could cut out 
Brownie or the other saddle horses, so we 
kept on the trail as rapidly as our jaded 
horses, ridden hard for a week of range 
work before we started on the trail, could 
carry us. 

About noon we rode a quarter of a mile 
up a “box” canyon to a big tank we had 
visited before, to get water for ourselves 
and horses. While the horses were drinking 
and résting, Herbert and I climbed a high 
mass Of rock back of the tank, to examine 
the country through our field glasses. :

My mount, old Zuni, could not bring 
me up to either of the saddle horses, but

Never have | seen a more rapid change 
of bridle and saddle from one horse to an- 
other than Herbert made from his jaded 
mount to Brownile’s back. Swinging into 
the saddle he said: “Now, Brownie, you 
mischief, make good!” 

With loose rein, not touching her with 
spur or quirt, urging her by word only: “Go!

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rare. Great patches of wild roses with 
their delicate pink flowers you will find 
here as you will find them all over the 
Southwest, on the hillsides, in the canyons, 
on the mesas and even near the summits 
of many of the high mountains. Patches of 
strawberries, blackberries, raspberries,

The fragrant white and yeliow bloom of 
the azaleas ani the delicate masses of 
purple of the wild lilac af@@ great splashes 
of color to the woods. The rich burnt- 
sienna of the manzanita’s twisted limbs are 
frequently met with, and the choke-cherry 
thrives there. The bay tree, whose leaves 
when crushed exude the aromatic odor of 
the bay rum of commerce, grows along | 
the streams, and the sumach's fresh young 
pink tips add the rich subtle purple-pink 
tint to the mountain slopes. Although they 
do not know the winter as the East knows 
it, many of the wild shrubs and trees put on 
brilliant autumnal raiment, which contrasts 
most effectively with the evergreens of the 
deep forest among which they may be 
found. The azaleas don their late-summer 
costume of brightest yellow and orange, 
and the dogwoods theirs of delicate reds 
and pinks. Even the poison oak, whose 
presence in the wildwood is a menace to 
many a wanderer, adds its attractive bril- 
liant reds to the general color scheme. 
Many grasses and some of the weeds take 
on autumnal tints and carpet the ground 
with rich browns and reds. Berry-bearing 
bushes lend their flaming colors to the rest, 
the southwestern holly being the most con- 
spicuous with its great clusters of scarlet 
berries amid its green foliage that differs 
materially from that of its eastern relative. 
The wild maple compares favorably with 
the brilliance of the far-famed maple of the 
Bast. Along the streams the sycamores 
and the cottonwoods add their quota to the 
color display. the former with its russet 
yellows and dull reds, the latter with its 
great ‘masses of lemon yellow turning to 
deep yellow-brown. 

The woods of the Sierra contain a larger 


‘tive trees furnished them shelter from the 


present an alluring mass of color; 
shines broadly on the grassy 
sifts through the branches of 
fiecking the trunks with dancing 
shadows; a stream, a pond or a waterfall 
may gleam through the trees reflecting the 
deep green foliage or the blue of the sky. 
A great amphitheater may open up before 
us surrounded by tall pines through the 
interstices of whose branches we may gaze 
up at the blue sky and at the fleecy clouds 
that float like full-canvased ships on a 
boundless sea of blue. 

The greatest and grandest of the conifers, 
as well as of all other trees, is the Big 
Tree (Sequoia gigantea) of the Sierras. This 
tree in an individual case has grown until 
it reached a diameter of thirty feet with a 
height of ten times that figure. Many of 
these wonderful trees were old thousands 
of years before America was known to the 
white man. The grandest as well as the 
largest of the pines is the Sugar Pine, 
which rears its head nearly as high above 
the ground as the Big Tree. Running it 
close for the first honors of grandeur and 
size are the Yellow Pine and the Incense 
Cedar, both trees of great beauty. The 
commonest trees of these great forests are 
the White Silver Fir, the Red Fir and the 
two-leafed or Tamarack Pine, the latter

In fact, wood is about the 
only material to be found for the purpose 
where camp fires are made. So the friendly 
trees by sacrificing their limbs and their 
lives have provided us with homes to live 
in, and with fires for our comfort and well- 
being. 

But leaving aside the utilitarian aspect 
of the trees, who is there who does 
not love them for themselves as they stand 
in life in all their beauty, their dignity, and 
their stability, a priceless possession to 


any community, an addition of inestimable |

ready to shelter us from too warm a sun, 


or from too severe a storm. As we look at , 
them they seem to be bowing to us in the .

The Dwarf Pine wan- 
ders along the edge of the timber line 
where it is exposed to the full blast of 
storms that sweep the mountains. Though 
their life is hard their courage and endur-‘ 
ance are rewarded by a long life.

Cultivate Nerves From Brain Cells. 


{Journal of Expert Mental Medicine:] 
Nerves grown from portions of removed 
brain represented a discovery made by Dr. 
Ragnvald Inglebrigtsen at the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research It is a con- 
tinuation of the work oi cultivating the tis- 
sues outside of the body begun by Drs. Car- 
rel and Burrowes. The latest results show 
that the most delicate and highly organized 
cells known may be cultivated when disas- 
sociated from the body, and they may lead to 
new methods in the treatment of diseases 
resulting from the degeneration of nerves. 
The physician worked with the brains of 
chicken embryos of various ages, putting 


by a broth used as the culture medium. 
From the brain cells the axis cylinders be 
gan to develop. Those cylinders are not 
found in the new born, and when they grow 


‘back from tuberculosis of the spine. 


the child begins to get control of its muscles. 

The investigator conducted numerous ex- 
periments showing degeneration and regen- 
eration of nerve fibers. When those fila 
ments were cut, the portion beyond the sec- 
tion began to show degeneration in twenty 
hours, and the change continued until the | 
close of the second day, when the threads 
died. But after the twenty hours, so swift 
are the recuperative powers of nature, the 
development of new axis cylinders began 
from the central part of the cut fibers. 

Stop Hump-back Growth. 

{New York Times:] Dr. Harvey F. New- 
hall of Lynn, at the Salem, Mass., hospital 
recently performed what is known as the 
“Albee operation,” for prevention of hump- 


The operation consists in grafting a piece 
of bone into the spine so that the formation 
of a spinous “knuckle.” which causes hump 
back, will be avoided. 

In the operation the spinous processes of 
the vertebrae, above and below the side of 
the disease, are split longitudinally and a 
plece of healthy bone is grafted into the 
g-00ve. 

The new method replaces a older one 
which required the use of a plaster jacket 
for two years. | 


Paralytic Cured While Sleeping. 

{Chicago Inter Ocean:] A remarkable 
case of sudden recovery under dramatic cir- 
cumstances from complete paralysis of the 
lower part of the body and of both legs has 
occurred at Nottingham, Eng. 

Four and a half years ago Samuel Fieck- 
noe, now 32, was seized with a fit, and when 
he recovered consciousness his lower limbs 
were useless. Ever since, he has been car- 
ried or wheeled about in an invalid chair. A 
year ago the doctors declared the case to be 
absolutely hopeless. 

What Flecknoe describes as his “miracle” 
happened last Sunday morning. “When ! 
woke,” he said simply, “something seemed 
to tell me to get up and dress and walk 
downstairs. So I did.” 

Daily for four and a half years he had 
been carried up and down stairs. Sunday 
when he suddenly walked into their midst 
unaided, members of the family were aston- 
ished. “He has been walking about ever. 
since,” said his mother. | 


New Cure for Insomnia. | 
[The Family Doctor:] A curious cure for 


muscular and respiratory and frequent mas- | and two and three-quarter yards long, is 


rolled up like a bandage, and a third of it 
wrung out of cold water. The leg is then 
bandaged with this, the wet parts being 
carefully recovered by several layers of the 
dry part, as well as by a layer of gutta- 
percha tissue, and a stocking drawn on over 
the whole. 

This causes dilation of the vessels of the 
leg, thus diminishing the biood in the head 
and producing sleep. It has been found by 
Winternitz that the temperature in the ear 
passage begins to fall a quarter of an hour 
after the application of the bandage; the de- 
crease amounting to 0.4 degrees Centigrade, 
and the normal not being again reached for 
from one and one-half to two hours after- 
ward. 

The writer has employed this means of 
producing sleep for a couple of years, and 
finds it especially useful in cases where 
here is congestion of the brain. 


Fly a Paralysi« Carrier. 

[Buffalo Express:] The study of infan- 
tile paralysis following the epidemic here 
last July bas resulted in discoveries which, 
it is believed, ultimately will result in the 
finding of a cure for the disease, according 
to F. E. Fronczak, health commissioner. 
The disease is caused by a germ which is 
ultra-microscopic, a discovery resulting 
from experiments by Dr. Simon Flexner and 
Dr. Hidego Noguchi of the Rockefeller In- 
stitvte of Medical Research, made from cul- 
tures obtained during the epidemic here. 

The virus resulting from the germ has 
been discovered; however, and from this a 
cure can be worked out. 

“It was discovered that the virus will go | 
through the best filters and even porcelain. 
By the identification of the virus a tremen- 
dous advance in the ultimate arrest of the 
disease has been made. 

“It is now a settled fact that the stable 
fly is responsible for the spreading of the 
germs. We are now planning to eliminate 
every possible danger and the key to the 
elimination will be the wiping out of the 
stable fly.”

Cheese Cause of Appendicitis. 

[New York Sun:] Twenty-nine boys have 
been brought from the St. Francis Indus- 
trial School at Eddington, Pa., to St. Mary's 
Hospital to undergo operations for appendi- 
citis within ten days. The boys are from 
10 to 16 years old. 

Dr. 5. B. Kaufman, resident physician at 
St. Mary's, believes that the overeating of 
cheese was the cause of the appendicitis 
epidemic.

Use Extreme Low Temperatures. 


{Minneapolis Journal:}] Great interest is 
shown in medical circles at the communica. 
tion read at the Berlin Academy of Science 
by Dr. Darsonval, on the use of extremely 
low temperatures in surgical operations. 

Dr. Darsonval pointed out the application 
of great cold in the treatment of wounds of 
various kinds gave great advantages over 
high temperatures of 200 to 300 degrees, 
hitherto used, and that by a new apparatus, 
his invention, patients can now be operated 
upon with temperatures as low as 252 de- 
grees below zero. 

This result is obtained by usmng not solidi- 
fied carbonic acid gas as hitherto, but a 
blend of alcohol and carbonic acetone, in- 
closed in-a narrow silver tube surrounded 
by a double glass cylinder, which was de- 
vised for the purpose by Dr. Darsonval. 

A further advantage claimed for Dr. 
Darsonval’s new appliance is that it does 
away with the danger of infection caused. 
by the direct application of solidified car- 
bonic acid gas.

Between August, 1908, and February 32, 
1912,: when he was a sailor on the ship 
Acme twenty-six men contracted typhoid 
fever from him and three died.

Last October the doctors 
thought they had conquered the army of or- 
ganisms and Olsen was freed on probation. 
He got a job on the steam schooner Noyo, 
but not a month had elapsed before two 
men were attacked by typhoid fever. One 
of them died. 

Olsen was discharged to prevent a mutiny 
among the crew, and he must now go back 
to the hospital for further treatment. He 
may be subjected to an operation for the 
removal of the gall bladder, which has been 
found to act as an asylum for germs.
